CmcAoo, June 
12.—The ccnoneor's 
jury in the Cronin murder case retained 
a verdict at 10:16 o'do«^ last nij^t. 
The verdict dhai^;ed that Daniel Cough- 
lin, P. O. Sullivan, Alexander Sullivan, 
and one Woodruff, alias Black, were 
either principals, accessories, or had 
guiliy know[ledge of the plot to murder 
Dr. Cronin and conceal the body, and 
should be held to answer to the grand 
jury, and continued as follows: "We 
also believe tbuit othiar persons were en- 
gaged in this plot, and recommend the 
proper authorities to offer a large re- 
ward for the discovery and conviction of 
all engaged in it in any way." 


Immediately after the verdict was read, 
Alexander Sullivan, ex-president of the 
Irish National League of America, was 
arrested and put in a prison celL 


A committee of Sullivan's friends met 
after the arrest, retained ex-State Sena- 
tor J. W. Duncan, as Alexander Sulli- 
van's attorney. 
Duncan and his 
partner, ex-Judge Gilbert, went imme- 
diately to the jail and had a consulta- 
tion with the prisoner. They announced 
that they would apply for a habeas cor- 
pus before Judge TuUey, this morning, 
and expressed their confidence that he 
would be released forthwith. 


Luke Dillon last night, in referring to 
the verdict of the coroner's jury said, 
'This is a splendid day's work. l a m 
as confident as I am that I live that 
with Sullivan and Maroney in the net 
now we have the right men. The crime 
will be fully exposed. The plot will be 
unraveled and the guilty brought to 
pnnishment. 


"We have much evidence not yet pub- 
lished and I am confident that some of 
our Clan-na-Gkiel witnesses will be more 
disposed to tell all they know before a 
grand jury than they have been before 
the coroner's jury and two score of re- 
porters. 


Luke Dillon is so positive that the 
men arrested in New York yesterday 
morning and McDonald were engaged 
in the butchery of Dr. Cronin that he 
advised John Cronin, the dead map's

brother, to swear out warrants against 
them on the charge of murder. It is 
known positively that Maroney was in 
Chicago on May 3,' for a man who 
knows him met him on the street. 


The special grand jury selected to in- 
vestigate the Cronin tragedy were im- 
paneled in the criminal court at 11 
o'clock this morning. There are only 
two Irishmen on the panel, W. J. Quan 
and John O'NeiU. 


Mr. Quan is the well-known whole- 
sale groceryman, and Mi: O'Neill is the 
ex-county commissioner. In addressing 
the jury Judge Shepard said that he ex- 
pected a full, exhaustive, impartial in-, 
vestigation of the murder of Dr. Cronin. 
The entire resources of the countty, he 
said, would be at the disposal of the 
grand jury and witnesses who would 
.not testify should be made to do so. 
The grand jury had in its possession the 
power to make them do so. 


This is taken as meaning that4he 
witness who "don't know" and "don't 
remember" will be subjected to the oper- 
ation of the sweat-box, the thumb-screw, 
the rack, and a few other such effective 
devices, which may strengthen their 
memory and develope their powers of 
speech. The foreman of the grand jury 
is John Plough. 


Salesman Hatfield, of Alexander Rev- 
ell & Co's., has identified a photograph 
of John J. Maroney, who was arrested 
in New York yesterday, as the man who 
bought the furniture for the apartments 
at 117 Clark street. Bookkeeper Throck- 
morton, of the same firm, says the pho- 
tograph greatly resembled the man that 
bought the furniture, but he could not 
be positive. 


At noon no writ of habeas corpus had 
been issued for Alexander Sullivan, and 
Lawyer Trude refused to say whether 
or not any application had been made. 


At 1 o'clock Mr. Sullivan's attorn^ 
finished their consultation and at 1:15 
Mr. Hynes appeared in Judge TuUey's 
court with a petition made out in ^ e 
rc^^ular form, asking for a writ of 
habeas corpus, directed to Sheriff Mat- 
son to produce the body of the Iridi 
leader in Judge TuUey's 'court at 4* 
o'dook. The petitioneor was Alexander 
Sullivan himself.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 12.—It is re- 
ported here that a number of citizens 
whose property was swept away by the 
flood have been in Pittsburg since 
Wednesday looking up the financial con- 
dition of the members of the South Fork 
Fishing club, •with view to bringing suits 
to recover damages for their property 
destroyed. 


Up until 10 o'clock this morning only 
two bodies have been recovere<l. They 
were middle aged females and were 
taken to the First Presbyterian church 
moi^gue. They were in a horrible condi- 
tion and three buckets of disinfectant 
were used on them. 


This morning notices were posted all 
over the city reading, "Wanted, 500 
men at $1.50 per ^ay. Apply to Com- 
missioner Flinn." Very few men are 
applying for work. 
At 9 o'clock, the 
representatives of the Pittsburg relief 
committee opened their office in the 
Baltimore and Ohio depot, and began 
the work of paying the men who have 
been working here since the flood. 


The official report of the bureau of 
registration made to-day shows that 12,- 
730 persons are yet unaccounted for.
